Figures 1 A, IB, 2A-2D, 3A-3F, 4A-4C, 5 A, 5B, 6A and 6B submitted herewith are 
color drawings. Applicant petitions for acceptance of Figures 1 A, IB, 2A-2D, 3 A-3F, 4A- 
4C, 5 A, 5B, 6 A and 6B as color drawings. It is necessary to present Figures 1 A, IB, 2A-2D, 
3 A-3F, 4A-4C, 5 A, 5B, 6A and 6B in color. The present invention is directed to a method 
for analyzing a macromolecule for potential binding sites. The method comprises, in part, 
positioning an instance of a computer representation of a molecule or molecular fragment 
at a plurality of sampling sites of the macromolecule. The figures use different colors to 
distinguish the representations of molecules and molecular fragments from the 
macromolecule. Where more than one type of molecule or molecular fragment is illustrated 
as bound at an associated sampling site, the figures use different colors to differentiate the 
various molecules and/or molecular fragments. Therefore, color is the only practical 
medium by which to illustrate the subject matter disclosed in the specification. 
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Three (3) copies of the color drawings are submitted herewith in addition to one (1) 
copy in black and white.
